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Once curious people went to a cinema hall to watch The Exorcist and they 
never went to watch it again. 

Such a terrifying film it is. Released in 1973, the films still continues to haunt 
the audiences through its disturbing scenes like possession, unusual body 
movements, possessed girl face and revolving head.

But when films like Poltergeist give these run out of mill storyline a different 
treatment, then it is worth to watch.
